REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

The previous rejection of record, mailed on 09/26/08 is herby withdrawn in view of: 

(i) A Terminal Disclaimer filed on 12/29/08 over claims 1-18 of US Patent 6,599,710 

(ii) Applicant statement filed on 12/29/08 indicating that claims 1-15 of the US Patent 
6,660,487 have been surrendered in ongoing reissue proceeding under 37 C.F.R.1.175. 

4. The prior art does not teach or suggest a method for increasing or maintaining the number of 
functional pancreatic islet cell in a pancreas of a human, comprising administering a composition 
enriched in pluripotent cells that express the Hox 1 1 gene.
